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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this port to 
the 8th July; and by the Pacific mail we have twelve days 
later news, viz., to the 20th July ; the French mail from Lon- 
don May 22 arrived out on the 9th July, and the following 
P. and O. mail of May 29 was received on the 10th July. The 
Japan Mail supplies the following items of intelligence :— 





The position of matters in reference to Formosa remains un- 
changed. Despatches were sent from Peking to the Court at 
Yedo, the contents of which or of the replies they produced have 
not yet beep made public, but the present attitude of both na- 
tions is unquestionably warlike. From China we have intelli- 
gence of great activity in the preparation and purchase of war 
material, while extensive contracts have been made by the 
Japanese Government for arms, ammunition, and clothing. It 
is said that negotiations have been entered upon for the pur- 
chase of two or more of the steamvessels at present trading in 
these waters. 

The question of foreign travel in the interior has been some- 
what abruptly closed by the resolution of the Government to 
defer all further discussion on it until the revision of the treaties 
takes place. The Government does not consider that the country 
is yet ripe for its acceptance of the proposals of the Foreign Re- 
presentatives, and has instructed its Siecteters abroad to represent 
to the Ministers of Foreign Affairs of the various countries to 
which they are accredi the grounds for this decision, An 
announcement has been made in the official Gazette to the effect 
that foreigners going into the interior, either at the instance of 
the Government or of Japanese Associations, must be furnished 
with passports, or passes, issued by the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. Hitherto such passes have been granted to foreigners 
by the Department under which they were engaged, or, if in the 
employ of private individuals, by passes obtained in any manner 
open to such private employers. 

On the night of the 9th July a terrific typhoon’ raged about 
and between Hiroshima and Simonoseki ; the damage done is 
said to be immense. The crops have been ruined and property 
to avast extent has been damaged. Yokohama was visited on 
the 10th July by a rain storm of almost unparalleled violence, 
lasting from about 9.30 until nearly midnight, when it began to 
clear. At half-past eleven o’clock the barometer stood at 29°32 
having fallen two-tenths of an inch in the course.of the storm, 
The warm season has now fairly set in, the rains having 
terminated. Judging from the reports from the provinces a 
more than average rice-crop may be anticipated. 

Mr. E. W. Clark, of the Kaisei-gakko (College), has had the 
honour to exhibit to the Mikado and his Court, at the Imperial 
Palace, a series of views taken in foreign countries. The Im- 
perial party expressed much gratification in witnessing the 
scenes depicted. 

There is a rumour current in Yedo that the Japanese inhabi- 
tants of the island of Saghalien have all left, and retired to the 
island of Yezo. No public notification has, however, appeared 
relative to it. 

The Yedo Saibansho (Prefecture) has delivered judgment in 
the case of the police charged with the assault and imprison- 
ment of William Woods, a constable of the British Legation 
Escort. The Inspector of Police has been committed to prison 
for 100 days, aud his subordinates for the shorter term of 
fifty days. 
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“"A letter from Capt. Belknap, of the 7'uscarora, announces tfat 
soundings to the enormous depth of 4,658 fathoms, or five-and- 
a-quarter miles, have been found in the Japan stream. This is 
a greater depth by nearly a mile than has ever yet before been 
accurately sounded. 

Dr. Wheeler, R.N., formerly attached to the British Legation 
at. Yedo, has been vain with a testimonial and a flattering 
address by the English residents on his removal to Yokohama. 

The Government of Japan has lost its suit against the P. M. 
S. 8. Company, and has notified its intention of appealing the 
case to an American tribunal. 

The new Temperance Hall was opened on the 6th July. A 
large number of seamen from the ships in harbour was present, 
and the chair was occupied by Sir H. 8. Parkes. 

The band of men who attempted to assassinate Iwakura have 
been decapitated. 

The following items of news are from the Japan JTerald :— 

Very little news of interest or consequence has come to hand 
at present with respect to the Formosan Expedition, but from all 
accounts it seems that the Chinese are making preparations for 
a resort to offensive measures if the coutinuance of the Japanese 
should compel them. It is rumoured that the Japanese Govern- 
ment is increasing the strength of the army, and that additional 
troops will be despatched to Formosa to support the expedition. 
By special information from China we learn that the flotillas of 

wangtung and Fohkien have had orders to join in the For- 
mosa waters, under the command of the high Mandarin Shen 
Pao Shen, quondam commissioner of the Foochow Arsenal. 
Shen is-a man of great talent, who has conducted enterprises 
azainst the Taeping and Mahometan rebels successfully and 
with credit. He has for adviser Monsieur Prosper Giquel, who 
in the years 1861 to 1864 was commander-in-chief of the Franco- 
Chinese force which operated in the province of Chekiang 
against the Taepings, so that if the Japanese want to fight 
the matter out, they must get some better commanders than the 
so-called Generals they so much affect. M. Giquel understands 
war. The Kwantung flotilla is in excellent order, and fit for any 
service. ‘The Fohkien fleet crews are strong, sturdy men, but as 
most of the Foochow ships have only been under foreign disci- 

line since November last, they can scarcely be put into the first 
jiae of battle. The gunnery, however, is pretty good. The Foh- 
kien corvette, the Yangon, has thirteen guns, all able to pierce 
the sides of the Japanese so-called ironclad, and the two leary 

ivot guns can pierce the sides and breastwork of the Stonewall. 
Groth letters we have received we are of opinion the Chinese will 
not attack at present, as their numerous troops now in Formosa 
are not formidable in direct attack to forces with any preteusion 
to discipline ; but endeavour will be made to reduce the Japan- 
ese by sea and land blockade. In two months more China will 
have a very large force ready, as the trained troops who served 
so well under Ward, Holland, Gordon, and Giquel are bein 
called in to Ningpo and Fongwé-shan. It is thought that 20,000 
to 25,000 of these men can be collected. Colonel Chesney, in 
his paper on “Chinese Gordon,” has the highest opinion of the 
fighting qualities of these tough and trustworthy troops, 

It will probably be remembered when Date went to China to 
negotiate a treaty between that nation and Japan, a clause was 
agreed to by which the two countries entered into an offensive 
and defensive alliance with each other. Upon its being subse- 

uently pointed out how dangerous such a ol dan was to 
the.peace of Japan, because under its operation she was liable to 
become entangled in any complications with foreign Powers that 
China might fall into, the Japanese Cabinet, prior to the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty, sought to have the clause in question ex- 
punged, and Soyeshima was instructed accordingly. The reason 
that Date gave for agreeing to the clause was that as Japan con- 
templated hostilities with Korea, it was a stroke of policy to 
secure, if not the actual assistance of China, at least her neu- 
trality. But the Chinese refused to ratify the treaty with the 
clause omitted, and it accordingly stands part of the treaty. As 
it has not been published as finally agreed to, we give a transla- 
tion of it :-— 

Whereas the two nations enter now in relations of friendship, and 
ought naturally to prove with facts their mutual interest in each 
other’s prosperity : if a foreign nation should act unjustly or illegally 
against one of the contracting parties, the other, when officially 
informed, shall be obliged, owing to the existing friendly relations, tu 
lend an immediate assistance, or to interfere or intervene, in order to 
bring the dissident parties to reconciliation. 

Now it is somewhat laughable to find that China complains of 
Japan having infringed this very clause in carrying on hostilities 
in Formosa, which it claims as an integral part of the Empire. 
Japan has been “ officially informed ” by China that she is acting 
“unjustly and illegally” against her, and as the case stands, 
China may call upon Japan to assist her,—in terms of the treaty, 
—to help her to turn Japan out of Formosa! A very amusing 
muddle, indeed. There was some Japanese talk, not very long 
since, about China and Japan having a “ policy ” in common in 
Eastern Asia, which, pursued to its farthest limits, was to end in 
their domination of other nations in their Vicinity, and it was 
urged that the dispossession of the Formosan savages of their 
country, to be followed by Japanese occupation of it, was 
a politic move to block out the foreigner from acquiring 
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a possible foothold on the Island. But the Chinese regard 
the Japanése as foreigners, and have no intention of permitting 
them to remain permanently to colonise any part of Formosa, 
The Japanese theutsélves are at length convinced of the hope- 
lessness of their atvempt, and talk of evacuating it if th- 
Chinese will recoup them the expenses they have incurred in 
 stigsiton the expedition. However averse the Chinese may 

e to war, there is but scant chance of theit agreeing to this 
demand, and it is more than likely that they may even ask an 
indemnity at the hands of the Japanese thcmselves, for breach 
of treaty and violation of territory. The Chinese have already 
incurred considerable expenses, caused by the Japanese invasion, 
with a very large outlay indeed to be met for tronclads, arms, 
and the munitions of war; and if they should insist, as the 
Germans did of their French aggressors, that they should pay 
the little bill, it will be a very ugly fact for the Japanese. Like 
parties who lose at law, they will have, perhaps, the costs of both 
sides to bear. 

A sad accident, attended with great loss of human life, has 
occurred at Nakadori, Ishikawa, one of the suburbs of the 
native town. A huge portion of the cliff which overhangs that 
locality became detached, probably by the immense amount of 
rain which had fallen, and crushed five or six long sheds, com- 

letely burying them and their unfortunate inmates. Coolies 
ve been at work ever since, digging the bodies out of the mass 
of earth that covers them. About twenty persons next morning 
were found to be missing, though it is hoped that all are not 
buried in the ruins. Six bodies, have been already recovered, 
consisting of two women, a child and three men; some of them 
were fearfully mangled, and all quite dead. More will yet be 
dug out, but it will be a work of considerable time, as there is 
an immense mass of earth yet to be removed. 

It is rumoured that the presence of foreign troops in Japan 
will probably be of longer continuance than has been generally 
supposed. It is thought that the continued refusal of the pr 
sent advisers of the Mikado to throw the country open to foreign 
intercourse, coupled with the firm and vigorous foreign policy of 
the British Government, will have the effect of prolonging in- 
definitely the time when Japan will be admitted into and treated 
as a member of the civilised family of nations. It cannot be 
expected, so long as the subjects of foreign Powers have not the 
same privileges here that are accorded to all without distinction 
in their respective countries, that this country can be treated 
with the same deference or be admitted to the same rights in 
every respect which other countries enjoy. 

The comet continues to be visible on clear nights. It is of 
large size, and its tail extends several degrees into space. The 
Japanese, like ignorant people in other countries, say its coming 
is of dire portent ; that some great calamity is sure to ensue, 
such as a war with China, or the overthrow of the Government. 
The good peuple may set their minds at rest, for they may be 
assured that ahkiever calamities may be in store for Japan, the 
comet has nothing to do with them. 

The shipments of tea from here continue to be on a scale 
larger'than in former seasons ; in consequence of the excessive 
competition amongst buyers, prices rule too high to leave a 
margin of probable profit to exporters. In silk, also, the same 
ruinous competition obtains. Most articles of import leave a 
an more or less great ; the sales are small, and the delivenes 

try. 

No attempt has yet been made to commence the revision of 
the treaties. As foreigners have nothing to gain by the measure, 
i has come to be regarded as a matter of very doubtful expe 

iency. 

The annual summer holidays in the Japanese Government 
offices commenced on the 11th July, and will tase until the 15th 
September, one half of the staff having one month's leave 
whilst the other half remain to transact the necessary business 
of the different departments. 

The last, American mail steamer brought over some $120,000 
of the new trade dollars, part for Japan and part for China 
We presume that they will soon begin to get into circulation. 
They are a much better coined dollar than the Mexican, and will 
prove a powerful rival to that coin. : 

Judgment has been given by Assistant Judge Goodwin in 
the case of Walsh, Hall and Co. v. J. Pitman and Co.; plaintiffs 
to recover $4,000 for breach of contract, coats to be borne by 
defendauts. The action was to recover $6,300 by plaintiffs from 
defendant, for refusal to take delivery and pay fora certain 
quantity of blankets, 13,000 in number, alleged to have been 
contracted for. Defendant put in a cross claim for $3,900, for 
for alleged breach of warranty, and consequential damages. 

The Japanese Government has appealed to the Circuit Court 
of California against the adverse decision given by the Unit 
States Consul in its late suit against the P.M.S.S. Company for 
damages—$10,050—for breach of contract. 

The British steamer Bengal, on entering the harbour, Tat 
aground nearly opposite the English Hatoba, but has sincg-be2n 
floated off without damage. on 

A fatal accident has occurred on board the German frigate 
Arcona. A sailor fell from aloft, and breaking his neck, expired 
immediately.

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CHINA. 
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TIENTSIN. 

On the 26th June, in the public building situated near the 
north gate of the city of Tientsin, and known to Chinese by the 
name of Tang-hang-kung-so, a treaty in perpetuity was con- 
cluded and signed between Peru and China—on the part of the 
Government of China by H.E. Le Hung-chang, Plenipotentiary ; 
and on the part of the Government of Peru by H.E. Captain 
Garcia y Garcia, the Plenipotentiary for that country; and it 
may be further remarked that this is the first treaty which 
China has made with a South American State. The correspon- 
dent of the Worth China Daily News communicates the subjoined 
particulars :— 

Captain Garcia, accompanied by Mr. J. F. Elmore, LL.D., as secre- 
tary of Legation, and by Messrs. Freyre, Garland, and Benavides, as 
attachés, arrived in Tientsin on the 23rd day of October last, for the 
purpose of negotiating this treaty. Captain Garcia, having engaged 
the services of Mr. John A. T. Meadows as interpreter to the Legation, 
on the afternoon of the day of his arrival at Tientsin, addressed a 
Chinese note to H. E. Le Hungchang, the Imperial Commissioner, then 
resident there, informing him that he would call on him at his Yamun 
at four p.m. on the following day. Captain Garcia, accompanied by 
Secretary Elmore and Interpreter Meadows, called on the Commissioner 
at the time mentioned. From that hour till two days before the de- 
parture of the Commissioner for Paouting-fuo, in his position of 
Governor-General of the province of Chihli, on the 18th Dec. 
last, the Minister had constant communication, either personally 
or by letter, with him, or with his deputy, the Customs Taoutai, 
regarding the object of his mission to China. Nothing, however, 
up to that time had been definitively settled, when public business 
of importance compelled the Imperial Commissioner to depart for 
Paouting-foo—the capital of the province, and formerly the residence 
of the Governor-General throughout the whole year—for the wiuter. 
In consequence of the Commissioner having thus to depart, 
the Chinese Foreign-office in Peking, known now generally by the 
outer world, as well as by the Chinese, under the name of the Tsung-li 
Yamen, had, at the suggestion of Mr. Wade, H.B.M.’s Minister at the 
metropolis, arranged with him that the Peruvian Minister should spend 
the winter at Peking. Captain Garcia, accompanied by his suite, ac- 
cordingly left Tientsin at the same time that the Commissioner left 
for Paouting-foo, and arrived at Peking on the 21st Dec. last. His 
Excellency and part of his suite tuok up their residence in the German 
Hotel ; while the other part of the suite—the Chinese department—did 
so in the French Hotel. Some few days later, as soon as the Peruvian 
Minister had concluded his visits on the Foreign Ministers, and the latter 
had returned his calls, Captain Garcia addressed to Prince Kung a note 
saying he would visit his Highness on the following day. This he ac- 
cordingly did, accompanied by Secretary Elmore and Interpreter Mea- 
dows ; and the reception his Excellency met with was of the most flat- 
tering description, both for himself and for his country. On the 5th 
January following Prince Kung, accompanied by the Ministers of State, 


Chung-lun, Shin Kwei-fun, and Chung-how, called on Captain Garcia : 


at the German Hotel—the Peruvian Legation for the time being—and 
on the following day the Ministers of State, Wanseang, Paoukeun, and 
Ching-lin did the same. 

During the winter, Captain Garcia and Secretary Elmore were 


engaged in drawing up the draft of a Treaty for negotiation with the | 


Imperial Commissioner, after his return to Tientsin; and Captain 
Garcia sent this draft of the Treaty to the Tsung-li Yamun for exami- 


nation, and after that to be forwarded to the Commissioner. Directly | 


Captain Garcia was made aware of the return of Le to Tientsin, he 
called on the Ministers of the Taung-li Yamun, and took leave of them. 
The Peruvian Legation left Peking on the 27th of April on its return 
to Tientsin, where it arrived on the 30th idem. On the following day, 
Captain Garcia, accompanied as hitherto by Secretary Elmore and 
Interpreter Meadows, paid a visit to the Imperial Commissioner, when 
negotiations again commenced respecting the concluding of the Treaty. 
On the 1st June the arrangements were ended, as to its wording, and 
as to that of a special agreement in regard to the position of the Chinese 
labourers in Peru. Afterwards, till the day of signature, the Spanish 
and Chinese departments of the Legation were occupied in making the 
necessary fair copies of the Treaty and special ment, for the signa- 
ture of the Plenipotentiaries, which were affixed, as already mentioned 
above, on the 26th day of June, at the Tang-hang-kung-so, in Tientsin. 

Chinese subjects in Peru, and Peruvian citizens in China, are now on 
the same footing as the subjects of the most favoured nations. These 
have been the results of the eight months’ negotiations ; with these re- 
sults the Governments of both countries are perfectly satisfied ; and it 
is to be hoped that their people will be equally so. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 12th 
July ; the P. and O. mail from London May 15 arrived out on the 
27th June, the French mail of 22nd May on the 7th July, and 
the P. and O. mail cf 29th May on the 8th July. The follow- 
ing summary of news is from the Vorth China Herald :-— 

The German barque Jurgen, arrived from Keelung, has brought 
tiews of the loss of the British steamer Laptek. It appears that 
on the 28th June, at 9 p.m., while the steamer was on her voyage 

m Swatow to Shanghai, with sugar, she struck on an unknown 

‘“ sunken rock, about two miles from the shore, at a spot 
adbut eight miles from Keelung. Captain Tough, finding his 
vessel was settling down by the head, made for the shore, and 
succeeded in beaching her on a sand bed. The nature of the 
damage could not be ascertained, as the forehold was full of 
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water, and there were no means at hand of pumping it out. The 
engine-room and afterhold, however, remained dry. The 
weather was calm and fine in Keelung harbour, though a little 
foggy outside, and was favourable for making attempts to dis- 
cover the nature and extent of the damage ; but from the posi- 
tion in which the vessel lies grave doubts are entertained as to 
whether this can be accomplished. Though she has not yet been 
abandoned, it is believed the Zaptek will be a total wreck. 
Neely half the cargo, about 4,0V0 bags of sugar, has been 
landed in good condition, but the remainder is reported to be 
irretrievably damaged. - From another source we are told that 
the steamer struck near the Double Rock, about six miles from 
Keelung, and that she was run into Ma-sou Buy, about three 
miles eff. The Jurgen brings thirty-six Chinese who were pas- 
sengers by the Laptek, but the crew had remained by the veasel. 

At the Supreme Court, on the 9th July, before Sir Edmund 
Hornby, chief judge (Mr. Mowat being also on the bench), Mr. 
W. V. Drummond, barrister, made an ex parte motion on behalf 
of the trustees of the Recreation Fund, for permission to appeal 
to the Privy Council to set aside the perpetual injunction made 
by his lordship in the recent action, “The Shanghai Race Club 
v. the Shanghai Cricket Club.” Exigencies of space prevent our 

iving more than a brief outline of the discussion that ensued. 

e application was argued at considerable length between his 
lordship and Mr. Drummond, the latter stating that the present 
motion was made under the 131st section of the Order in Council, 
which refers to the grounds on which such an appeal may be 
made, and sets forth that the value of the property in dispute, or 
the matter at issue, must be to the amount of $2,500. In order 
to meet that contingency, he had filed an affidavit, signed by two 
of the trustees, who, Mr. Drummond said, considered themselves 
the parties aggrieved by his lordship’s decision, and had there- 
fore instructed him to apply for permission to appeal for its 
reversal, The 136th section of the Order in Council also 
requires that security shall be given within one month 
to the value of the property in question, and he, therefore, under 
the provision, had obtained the security of three of the trustees 
| up to the maximum amount required—$2,500. The amount 
| was tendered by Measrsa. Keswick, Forbes, and Cameron, and 
; therefore everything necessary to be done before moving for per- 
‘ mission to appeal had been done before coming into Court. is 
| Lordship asked in what way the Recreation Fund property was 
| affected by the perpetual injunction to restrain the Cricket Club 
; —how were they aggrieved! Mr. Drummond said the recent 

proceedings were to try a right, and the injunction then made 
‘ applied to the whole of the property. If, therefore, the Recrea- 
. tion Fund Trustees desired to build, they could not do so—they 
would be liable to repeated actions—and, in fact, the effect 
of the injunction was to restrain them for ever from exer- 
cising their rights over their own property, and prevent them 
| putting it to more profitable uses, if they desired to do ao. It 
reduced the land from the condition of building land to that of 
arable land, therefore materially affecting its value as property. 
His Lordship said he could not restrain the trustees if they de- 
sired to build, and he could not see how his decree affected their 
rights of ownership. Mr. Drummond urged that if they were to 
commence to build to-morrow, under the present wording of the 
decision an injunction would be probably applied for at once 
against them, and the building stopped. If that would not be 
the effect of the injunction he did not know what it meant. 
After much discussion on technical points of law, in what were 
adduced as analogous cases, his Lordship said, in order that there 
may be no delay, he would at once refuse the application for 
| permission to appeal, and for that refusal he would give his 
reasons probably in three or four days. Appeal, by petition to 
Her Majesty, is still possible, however, under the 139th section 
of the Order in Council. 

At the Mixed Court, before Chén and Dr. Yates, two owners 
of jinrickshas have been brought up, charged with plying for 
hire without license. It was shown that 500 licenses having 
been granted, no more were issued by the @ouncil. The two 
defendants, however, caused a number of forged licences to be 
written by a Ningpo man, formerly in the service of the Council, 
and issued to thirty coolies. The trick was discovered, the 
coolies and their vehicles were impounded, and the men of course 
confessed who were their employers. The vehicles were taken 
to the Central Police Station compound, and one of the Canton 
men and the Ningpo man were caught. The Canton man was 
fined $25, and the Ningpo man $10—the full penalty being $50. 
On Saturday night the Bund at Hongkew, in the neighbour- 
hood of Chiarini’s Circus especially, and also in the French Con- 
cessions at Kin-lee-yune, was the scene of much excitement, 
consequent upon the crowds of jinrickshas either plying for hire 
or conveying passengers. The rule of the road, if a coolie ever 
knew it, was quite forgotten, and at times the racing, screeching, 
and holloaing was startling. The police were active, and 10 
doubt prevented serious mischief, and that, considering the heat, 
deserves mention. 

An unusual case has been pees heard before the Court of the 
Danish Consulate. Peter Boysen, a member of the English 
municipal police, was summoned for assaulting a Chinese woman, 
forcibly entering a house, and stealing a am Counsel was re- 
tained on both sides. The famous Mother Hubbard’s dog could 
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not possibly have undergone more or greater changes than the 
remarkable animal whose rambling propensities, some twelve 
months ago, are alleged to have led to the occupation of a Con- 
sular Court, two lawyers, two reporters, and “ever so many” 
witnesses, for nearly five hours, with a prospect of another five 
in probably still more enjoyable weather. 
kad had _ his nose slit, had been shot in the throat, had had his 
hairy tail cut, was frequently clipped, often washed, and after all 
turnsup in custody of the police, just where a dog of such wnmistak- 
able Snarleyowistic proclivities might be expected to be. After 
lengthy addresses by the counsel on both sides, the Court gave judg- 
ment, the result being that the defendant was acquitted on all the 
charges. As he himself confessed to having removed the dog from 
the complainant’s house, the Court, to mark their disapproval of 
such a step, ordered him to pay all costs, at the same time direct- 
ing the complainant to pay him $50 as compensation for bringing 
such grave criminal charges against him as compelled him to go 
to the expense of employing legal assistance. 

The O.S.S. Co.’s Ajax arrived at Woosung on the 8th July, 
but was unable tocross the Bar, though drawing only 19 feet 
9 inches. Six barges were sent down, along with a large number 
of coolies from the Company’s stevedore, to lighten her by 300 
tons, and she came up river next day. 

At anumerously attended meeting of the Cricket Club, Mr. 
J. Priestley Tate in the chair, it was resolved nem. con., on the 
motion of Mr. Manson, seconded by Mr. Maitland, that, in view 
of the perpetual injunction recently obtained by the Race Club, 
it was advisable the Committee should write and request the 
Stewards of the Race Club to allow the pavilion to remain as it 
now stands, and that the Cricket Club should not be parties to 
any further appeal against the decision of the Chief Judge. 

The Wind Instrument Society’s Band has been passing through 
a crisis caused by the defection of the paid members, who, not- 
withstanding an engagement they entered into to form part of 
the wind band for the summer, have been led by superior pay 
offered them by the Circus people to desert the society which has 
been their mainstay during past seasons. The society, however, 
unwilling to disappoint their friends, strained every nerve to 
hunt up recruits, and bring back retired members, so as to dis- 
pene at once and finally with the services of those who have 

ailed in their agreements with them. On their first attempt 

under the new conditions, after judiciously toning down public 
expectation, they prepared an agreeable surprise by coming out 
in greater force than ever. Some of the selections were new, and 
were performed in a style highly creditable to the conductor as 
well as to the musicians if it was arrived at without the usual 
practice. The whole programme was given with equal spirit and 
care. The night was se hot, and the visitors with whom the 
garden was crowded must have felt particularly grateful to the 
amateurs for giving them an inducement to spend a few hours 
in the only place in the Settlement where existence was 
tolerable. 

The heat has been very severe during the week, the thermo- 
meter showing a daily record of over 90 Fahr. in the shade. 
Police-Constable Persih], while on duty in the Public Gardens, 
was suddenly struck down by heat apoplexy. He was carried 
to the Central Station, and remained in a very precarious condi- 
tion for some hours, when he manifested symptoms of recovery, 
and gradually regained consciousness. He had just a few days 
before been informed of the Council's resolution to invalid him, 
on account of debilitated health, and has since left for England. 

The Chinese Merchants Co’s. steamer Leeyuen, from Tientsin, 
brings a couple of Gatling guns (mitrailleuse) and aconsiderable 
quantity of ammunition, intended for the useof the Chinese forces 
in Formosa. The Gatlings, which we believe were turned out 
at Nanking Arsenal, have been allowed to fall into a lamentable 
state of disrepair, as regards carriages and gear, and whether 
they retain their effectiveness in other respects isa question. 
We understand that the next trip of the Leeyuen will be south- 
ward, probably with the above noticed and other war material. 

The whole of*the land required for the Shantung Promontory 
Highshonte has been granted, and the foundation is already 
aid. 

From Newchwang we hear of a revival of Chinese intercourse 
and trade with Korea, the new Government being more liberal 
than the Regency. 

A meeting of landrenters was held at Chinkiang on the 3rd 
July, in reference to the bridge ccnnecting the C. N. Co.’s hulk 
Cadiz with the Bund. The past action of the Municipal Council 
in the matter was approved, but it was resolved to represent to 
Messrs. Butterfield and Swire the desirability of arranging its 
position so as to avoid any further complications, 

Chiarini’s Cireus opened on the 3rd July, and has been per- 
forming since to good houses. 

The members of the Peruvian Legation have arrived per 
steamer Paouting from Tieutsin. 








JIONG KONG. 

The Caiten struck on the Min Reef at 5.30 pa. on the 7th 
July, in very thick weather. On the morning of the Sth, the 
Jeddah passed close to the wreck, which was lying on her ‘port 
side, and only the forward part of the vessel out of the water. 
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This unhappy animal ! 





| The sea had commenced to break over her, and everything was 
_ swept off her decks but one starboard midship boat, which was 
: still in the davits ; funnel, masts and everything gone. On the 
j night of the sth, passed the steam tug, having on board the 
English pilot, captain and crew. They had lost everything but 
what they had on, but no lives were lost. The Fungtsz: reports 
jthat at 7 p.m.,on the 10th July, when abreast of Pih-seang, 
| passed a quantity of boxes, apparently tea, several pieces of 
wood painted dark stone colour, supposed to be part of a deck- 
house, and pieces of fbulwarks, and also one small half hatch 
complete. It being dark and a heavy confused sea on, were 
prevented from lowering a boat to ascertain further particulars, 

The new, large, and full-powered steamship Crocus was very 
nearly bringing her first voyage home with Foochow teas to an 
abrupt termination, having been aground on the inevitable 
North Bank from 11 a.m. until 4.45 pw. on Sunday, June 28th, 
Before the afternoon tide rose there were only six feet of water 
under her, but the bottom fortunately being sandy, the vessel, , 
marvellous to state, stood almost upright, having only a slizht 
list to port. While in this perilous position the faithful old tug 
Woosung came in sight from towing the Mary Blair to sea, and 
her services were eagerly engaged to prevent the steamer from 
drifting any further on the bank. The tug went alongside as 
soon as the tide would admit, took on board a hawser, and then 
steamed away, and anchored some distance from the stranded 
ship, keeping her engine going full speed until the Crocus once 
more floated, and could steam away. We understand that it is 
supposed that no damage at all was sustained on this occasion. 

The Hong Kong Daily Press says :—There has been an utter 
dearth of news of public interest during the past fortnight. The 
weather has been exceptionally oppressive, but not unhealthy. 
On account of an outbreak of cholera in Saigon vessels from that 
port were for a short time put in quarantine, but telegrams have 
since been received that the epidemic had disappeared, and there 
is therefore no reason to apprehend its approach. H.M.S. Cadmus 
left on the 13th July for home wd the Cape of Good Hope. Some 
attention has been directed to the provisions of the Ordinance for 
suppressing gambling-houses, in consequence of a case at Singa- 
pore, under a local Ordinance in that colony, which is similar to 
the one here, providing that a householder may be fined heavily, 
because a house belonging to him is used as a gambling resort, 
without any proof that he was in collusion in the matter. The 
Chief Justice of Singapore has pronounced the provision there as 
contrary to the fundamental principles of English law, and as it 
is probable the Ordinance in that colony will shortly be modified 
in consequence, it is suggested that a similar change should be 
made here. 








Tue Hone Kone, Cayton, anD Macao Sreampoat Cox- 
PANY.—The ordinary half-yearly meeting of this company was 
held on the 18th July. The accounts show that after paying 
commission, running expenses, salaries, premia of insurance, re- 
pairs, and all other outgoings to June 30th, that there is a profit 
of $82,435.28, and the directors recommend a dividend at the 
rate of 8 per cent. on the paid-up capital for the half-year. The 
report notices that notwithstanding the inducements held out to 
them by the company, the natives still continue to prefer ship- 
ping their cotton in flat boats to giving their freight to the 
steamboats.

BANGKOK. 

The civil authorities of the Province of Nak’aunraht Semah 
have transmitted to the Royal Treasury in Bangkok the sum of 
$2,016, as the sum due for 842 taxable Chinese in that province 
for the year 1235, ze. 1873 a.p. The civil authorities of the 
Province Saraburi have transmitted to the Royal Treasury of 
Bangkok the sum of $450, as the sum due for 182 taxable Chinese 
in that province for the year 1235. ‘ 

In the Siamese Government Gazette we notice that the mono 

ly of the right to establish gambling-houses in twenty locations 

as been disposed of. The successful bidders have in each in- 
stance pledged themselves to give more than was given for the 
same monopolies last year. This revenue enters the Treasury 
Department known as the P’ra-klang Sinka. 

Chin Fung was promoted to the rank of Luang Boekbanbu- 
rirat, and thereby became the monopolist of the Lottery of 
Bangkok. His bondsman is Chin Su’. Last year this monopoly 
was granted to the monopolist for the sum of $142,560. The 
present monopolist has offered an advance of $28,000, an! 
commenced the working of the monopoly on the 31st of May for 
the enormous sum of $231,360. 

H.M. has granted an audience to his nobles at the throne 
Amarindra-winich’ai. After this audience H.M. retired and 
tarried a few moments at his drawing saloon, and then proceeded 
to the throne Mulasat’ahn. In the evening cards were sent 10- 
viting the State Councillors to a session in the throne room 
T’ewaraht. Ten of the Councillors were present. Two y e 
members were absent owing to pressing official duties. Ore Was 
absent on account of duties at the Treasury, K’lang Mahab- 
sombat, the other was on special duty to suppress disturbances 
of the peace at the Province Tahk. ‘This session did not break 
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up till after 11 p.m. On the 15th, after meeting the nobles as 
usual, H.M. again convened the Council of State—the same 
members were present, and the session did not terminate till 
after 11 p.m. On the 16th there was a third session of the 
Council, similar to the two previous sessions. On the 17th at 

_ ‘bree pat. H.M. met the nobility as usual. When H.M. took 

‘ his place upon the throne Mula-sat’ahn, the princes and nobles 
who are graciously permitted to visit H.M. did so at that 
place. When that audience closed H.M. returned again at dusk, 
when H. H. Somdetch Chow Phya Boromahih Srisuriyawongse, 
N.R., M.C., interviewed H.M. till after nine p.a. On the 18th 
the usual audience of the nobility and of the visits of the princes 
and others took place. At night, owing to the rainfall, H.M. 
did not appear. On the 19th, in the forenoon, H.M. gave his 
usual audience ; on that same day H.R.H. Krom P’ra-rahcha- 
wang-bowara-sat’ahn-mongk’ul had an audience with H.M. the 
Supreme King in the throne-room Sat’ahn-boroma-Aht. In the 
evening H.M. appeared on the esplanade in front of the new pa- 
lace, and then drove out in a carriage, accompanied by Prince 
Kreedah, Prince T’ewan, and Princess Sukumal, and the nobility 
who were honoured to visit his Majesty at the new throne- 
room followed, visiting the new garden in front of the palace 
Sarahmrom ; after a short stay, H.M. returned to the esplanade, 
and as the rain fell H.M. retired. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
July ; the French mail from London June 19 was received on 
the 19th July, and the following P. and O. mail of June 26 
arrived out on the 25th July. The following summary of news 
is from the Straits Times :— 

His Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke has not yet returned from 
Penang, though his visit to that Settlement is, we understand, 
now drawing to close. During hissomewhat protracted stay, we 
learn that he has been busy with the affairs of Laroot and Perak, 
where his intervention is certainly not looked upon by the native 
chiefs as a meddlesome interference, but on the contrary is re- 
garded as most desirable for the peace and prosperity of those 
States. Public opinion in this colony is strongly with the line 
of action Sir Andrew Clarke has adopted, and it was generall 
understood here that the treaty recently concluded with Pera 
had received the sanction and approval of the Foreign-office. 
The Reuter’s telegram received here, conveying the authoritative 
announcement that such is not the case, has occasioned consider- 
able surprise. There can be no doubt it is oy necessary 
for the peace and prosperity of those territories, which are so 
closely connected with the trade and commerce of our own 
Settlement of Penang, that the Government of this colony should 
be able to exercise a direct influence in and supervision over 
the administration of their affairs,—which left to themselves, 
the chiefs and rulers are incapable of administering even to 
their own satisfaction. If it be true that the treaty is not yet 
approved,* we assure Earl Carnarvon that the welfare of both 
this colony and the native States in question would be best pro- 
moted by its speedy ratification and the inauguration of its pro- 
visions, in which he may count upon the hearty approval of the 
public here, and all concerned in the prosperity of the colony. 
It is, indeed, quite probable that those personally interested in 
maintaining theanarchy that has so long reigned in those and other 
territories, will endeavour to retard the inauguration of a better 
state of affairs under the new treaty, and may to this end strive 
to obtain a favourable hearing at the Colonial or Foreign-office 
and in some of the widely circulated English journals. Should 
this be done, we can only trust that Earl Carnarvon will esti- 
mate the misrepresentations thus put forward at their true 
value, and not permit them to influence his action or delay his 
approval of this most important treaty. 

e third Criminal Session of the Supreme Court opened on 
the 14th of June, before his Honour the Chief Justice. The 
calendar was a pretty heavy one, but mcst of the cases have 
been disposed of, and the session will probably be concluded in 
two-.or three days more. From tke lightness of previous crimi- 
nal calendars we had begun to believe the general morality of 
the native population was improving, but in view of the array 
of serious cases and crimes of violence at this session, it is evi- 
dent that it is yet too early to congratulate Singapore on any 
improvement in this respect. 

e arrivals za the Suez Canal have been the Afactan, on the 
15th, from Leith ; Hssen, on the 11th, from Hamburg ; Patro- 
elvs, on the 22nd, from Liverpool ; and Glengyle, on the 23rd, 
from London. The departures homeward have been the Sarpe- 
don on the 14th, Orion on the 24th, and Jfencluus on the 25th, 
all for London. 

A mercantile decision of some importance has been given in 
the ¢':xil side of the Supreme Court here, by Chief Justice Sid- 
great’, as determining where the liability of the shipper ceases

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and that of the shipcommences. Certain goods in course of ship- 
ment by a Messageries Maritimes steamer fell out of the ship’s 
sling into the water when being hoisted on board from the wharf, 
thereby sustaining damage. The shippers sued the company for 
the damage, claiming that as the goods were in the ship’s slings 
they were virtually in the possession of the ship at the 
time. The Messageries Company, on the other hand, main- 
tained that their liability did not attach until the goods 
were actually on board, the duty of slinging them and guiding 
them safely until they were over the vessel’s side devolving 
wholly on the shippers ; the defendants further relied on a 
special condition in their bills of lading, and on the fact that 
the plaintiffs employes had themselves placed the goods in the 
sling ; but judgment was given for the defendants on the general 
ground that the liability of the shippers had not ceased at the 
time of the accident, the goods being then in the custody of 
the defendants. In the Vice-Admiralty Court, a claim for 
salvage by the German steamer Lygeria against the Siamese 
barque Advance, which vessel she towed to Singapore after hav- 
ing been in collision with her, was decided in favour of the 
steamer, the salvage awarded being $2,500. 


PENANG. 

The steamer Fair Malacca brought up ten Chinese from 
Laroot, who had been ringleaders in an emeute there, and being 
well known as turbulent and dentergus characters, without any 
ostensible means of earning a livelihood, they were quietly 
arrested and ordered to be deported ; this is highly satisfactory 
as far as Laroot is concerned ; but it is sincerely to be hoped 
that our Government will take good care to prevent these men 
landing in Penang. If our laws will not permit of their being 
deported at once, the sooner we have a law allowing the Execu- 
tive this power in an emergency like this the better will it be for 
the peace of the Colony. 

The British steamer Vidar has, we learn, been chartered by 
Captain Douglas, an Agent of the South Australian Govern- 
ment, to convey coolies to Port Darwin, the northern settlement 
of that colony, and will leave in a day or two for that port. 

His Excellency Sir Andrew Clarke, accompanied by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor and Commander Powlet of H.M.S. Avon, left 
Penang for Butterworth en route to the north of Province 
Wellesley. We are given to understand that it is his Excel- 
lency’s intention to leave Penang for Singapore towards the end 
of next week.

IMPORTS. 


YoxouaMa.—There had been some improvement to note in staple 
Cotton Goods. Yarns had been in fair current inquiry, a feature in 
the market being a demand for 38 to 42, best qualities. Shirtings 
had improved. Velvets were in more request, at firmer rates, whilst 
Turkey Reds were fairly saleable. Business in Woollens had scarcely 
commenced, and Mouasselines were difficult of sale. Tho market for 
manufactured Iron continued in an unsatisfactory condition, and 
quotations were nominal. 

Hioco-Osaka.—The import trade continued dull, and the total re- 
sult of the business of the month was even less satisfactory than that 
reported by last Pacific mail. This was in some measure accounted for 
by excessively wet weather prevailing during the fortnight. Cottons : 
Yarns—Transactions small and demand languid; best chops only 
found buyers. Grey Shirtings: In better inquiry, as instanced by 
improved deliveries. An advance estublished in the value of best 
makes, but inferior goods (of which the bulk of the stock consisted) 
were difficult to move. Large arrivals of Turkey Red Cambrics had 
checked the demand for this staple. Victoria Lawns exhibited a weak- 
ening tendency, owing to the approaching close of the season. Sales 
of Chintz reported at low rates. Worsteds and Woollens : Camleta 
entirely neglected. Lastings less inquired for, and a slight decline 
submitted to. Orleans also somewhat weaker. Mousselines remained 
as last quoted, with an increased difficulty in placing any but gouds of 
the best quality. Cloth—out of scason, and quite unsaleable. Iron 
had arrived in some quantity, and prices in consequence rather weaker. 

Hankow.—Business for the fortnight under review had been on about 
a par with last mail’s, and there had been a slight improvement in seve- 
ral kinds of goods. Grey Shirtings : 7lbs. There had lately been more 
enquiry, and holders were firm for some advance. Sales, 5,000 pieces. 
84lbs. The better class had been chiefly dealt in at about last mail's 
clusing rates. A small quantity of medium make had also found 
buyers. About 25,000 pieces had changed hands. There was no 
stock of heavy weights, and they were quoted quite nominal. White 
Shirtings : About 1,000 pieces of 66 reeds taken at Tls. 2.12 per piece. 
T-Cloths: Higher reeds of 6 and 7lbs. only wanted, and a r'se of 1 to 
1} candareens per piece obtained. Sales, 9,500 pieces. Of sibs. only 
500 pieces had been quitted. Drills: In some enquiry, and for best 
Jdlbs. prices advanced about 5 candareens per piece. Jeans: More 
asked for; transactions confined to best chops at about last rates. 
Fancy Goods: Business comprised a few hundred picces of Dyed 
Brocades, Chintz, Handkerchiefs, Turkey Reds, and Figured Lustres. 
Prices little altered, except for Turkey Reds, which showed about a 
mace advance. Woollena: Quantity altogether sold limited, but a 
firmer fecling for all kinds apparent, and for Long Ells rates had ad- 
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vanced 8 to 4 mace per piece, Metals: Lead, some recovery in prices, 
and current quotation was Tls. 5.40 to 5.50 per picul. 

Cueroo.— Messrs. Wilson, Cornabe, and Co.’s Circular says, Since the 
issue of our last Circular business generaliy has been in rather a dull 
conditiou, and at the moment there seems to be little chance of improve- 
ment for some time to come. Cotton Goods: Grey Shirtings and T- 
Cloths have been fairly saleable, but the prices paid have been much 
under Shanghai values for a like quality or Cloth. Drills and Fancy 
Cottons have been quite neglected. For Woollens there has been no 
enquiry. Metals, Nail Rod and Bar Iron have been in fair demand but 
as we close wants seem to be ratisfied. Lead is unsaleable. 

SHancHal.—At the commencement of the fortnight a more healthh 
tone was apparent in the market for most classes of goods, thouge 
prices showed but a slight improvement. Subsequently, however, thy 
demand had somewhat subsided, though prices remained tolerably firm, 
Cottons : There had been considerable sales of 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings 
and there was a good inquiry for the better class of Grey gouds, but the 
supply was small. For heavy Shirtings the demand was nearly over. 
T-Cloths had been steady throughout the fortnight, and Mex‘can 7 and 
8 Ibs. goods had advanced somewhat in value. White Sbirtings, com- 
mon qualities had met with more inquiry. Drills had been in better 
demand, and showed some improvement. In Fancy Cottons there was 
no change to notice. Woollens and Worsteds showed some improve- 
ment in demand, as well as a small advance in price. Long Ells, 
Spanish Stripes, and Camlets had been inquired for, and sales by auc- 
tion of this class of goods had been made at an advance on previous 
rates. Lastings were at one time in demand, but the inquiry bad not 
been maintained. Metals: Nail Rod Iron quiet but steady. Lead: A 
further rise in the value established, and Tls, 5.45 to 5.50 was the cur- 
rent quotation for L.B. Coals: Market very quiet for all descriptions. 
Cargo quotations from ship—Cardiff, Tls. 10.50 per ton ; English, Tis. 
7.50 per ton, nominal ; American, Tls. 12 per ton. 

Foocnow.—Sales had been :—T-Cloths, 7lbs., 300 pieces at $2.17 
per piece ; Grey Shirtings, 8}]bs., 500 pieces at $2.75 per piece ; Lead, 
800 pigs at $8.4 per picul. 

Hone Kone.—There had been a slight improvement in the demand 
for the West Coast, but the market still extremely quiet, and dealers 
were exercising caution in their purchases, 

Canton.—Lead : Sales to extent of about 1,100 piculs “ Hole” chop 
at $7.75 per picul were reported. Common brands were worth $7.70 to 
$7.75, and W.B. $7.80 to $7.85 per picul. Quicksilver was quoted 
$181 to $182 per picul. 

Batavia.—he Market for Cotton Goods showed no improvement 
and owing to the continued dulness of demand, values in many instan- 
ces had experienced a material decline. Rainy weather was still 
interfering with business. 

Sincapore.—Messrs. Boustead’s Circular says :—The arrivals with 
general cargoes are the Eurus, from London, and steamers Essen, from 
Hamburg ; Patroclus, from Liverpool ; and Glengyle, from London.— 
Piece Goods: During the past fortnight a moderate business only has 
been done, at about our last quotations.—39 inch Grey Shirtings: 
Moderate sales of 8} Ibs. at $2.274 to 2.25, and close dull at the lower 
quotation ; 7 lbs. quiet, at $1.924 to 1.90; 6 Ibs. very dull, and 
nouinal at $1.774 to 1.75.—45 inch Grey Shirtings : Transactions con- 
fined to a smell sale of 8 Ibs. at $2.224 ; no inquiry for 9 lbs., which 
are quoted $2.65 to 2.674.—32 inch T Cloth: Demand has continued 
limited for 6 lbs. at $1.50, and 7 lbs. at $1.70 to 1.674, offers are now 
lower ; 4 lbs. and 5 Ibs. very dull, at $1 and 1.124 respectively.— 
32 inch Grey Madapollams : Enquiry is very trifling, and $16 has been 
the highest offer for 24 lbs—36 inch Grey Supers: No demand, and 
prices weak.—36 inch White Shirtings: A fair business has been done 
in medium qualities of favourite makes, at about late rates ; fine and 
low goods are very difficult of sale, and prices are weaker.—45 inch 
White Shirtings are in limited enquiry, at $3.65 to 3.674 for favourite 
chops.—45 inch White Cambrics: Common makes are in fair request, 
but for fine goods there is less enquiry.— 30 inch White Madapollams : 
A small sale reported, at $194 per corge—82 inch Turkey Red 
Cambrics are quite unsaleable at present. Quotations nominal 2} Ibs.

YoxouaMa.—Information of the arrival of New Crop tea, per first 
two steamers, hud reached this market from New York, and the prices 
realised were by no means satisfactory to buyers here; the meagre 
intel‘igence rezeived had, however, had little or no influence, and prices 
so far remained unaltered. Settlements, since date of last report, 
amounted to 6,500 piculs, principally good medium and fine grades. 
Fyjgest and choice parcels were in very limited supply, and Common 

‘oods scarce and dear. The following vessels were loading for New 
ork—3.s. Bengal, 8.8. Pleiades, s.s. Duna (at £5 to £6 per ton of 
40 c. ft.) vid Suez Canal ; the ship S. G. Reed, and barque Benefactor 
(at £3 53. to £3 10s. per ton.) The ship John Rennie was on the berth 
for San Francisco, at $8 per ton of 40 c. ft. Thess, Altona left on the 
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8th July with the undernoted cargo, which proved larger than esti- 
mated—for New York, 318,845 lbs.; for San Franeisco, 165,485 lbs; and 
for other ports, 35,469 Ibs. Quotations—Fine, $41 to $43 per picul ; 
finest, $45 to $48 per picul. Export from lst May to date—3,124,359 
lbs., against 2,148,922 Ibs. to corresponding date season. 

Hiogo-Osaka.—There had been a very active business doing during 
the month, and settlements aggregate about 9,000 piculs. Common 
grades were in small supply, and stocks, which were estimated at 2,000 
piculs, consisted chiefly of medium to finest. The steamers Duna and 
Bengal were loading for New York at this port and Yokohama. 

Hankow.—Messrs. Evans, Pugh and Co.’s Report says :—We issued 
our last report on the 22nd of June, since then about 22,000 chests 
have been settled on this market, and about 30,000 chests shipped to 
Shanghai on Chinese account. The arrivals during the fortnight we 
estimate at about 53,000 chests. The few first crop teas that have 
come to market have sold at full prices, and in some cases an advance 
of Tls. 1 to 2 per picul has been paid. Second crops have arrived 
pretty freely, and have sold at Tls. 17 to 254 per picul, being in most 
cases rather over last year's rates, The quality of the second crop we 
consider unsatisfactory. Though there may be exceptions, we make 
the bulk inferior both in leaf and cup. We estimate the supply of 
firat crop tea this season at fully three millions of pounds less than it 
was last year. The second crop is also expected to be short in quantity. 
Quotations are :—For fair to medium Oopacks, Tls. 17 to 254, against 
Tis. 173 to 23% at same date last season ; Oanfas, Tls. 17 to 23%, against 
174 to 22 ; Oonahms, Ts. 12 to 204, against 12 to 19. The following 
is a comparative statement of the Export hence :—1874-75, 36,145,909 
Tbs ; 1873-74, 39,188,778 lbs.; 1872-73, 33,408,501 Ibs. ; 1871-72, 
33,363,510 Ibs. ; 1870-71, 27,098,026. The steamer Glenlyon is adver- 
tised to leave with about 2,000 tons of tea on board ; she will, we be- 
lieve, complete her loading at some other port, though there is little 
doubt but that in the course of a short time she could have obtained 
a full cargo here. The steamer Tchihatchoff is still on the berth for 
Odesea. Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report says :—As regards 
the second crop, we consider it like the first, not up to the average. 
Some of the best Soong-Yongs and Young-low-toongs about compare 
with last”year, but the rest of the teas we make inferior. The leaf 
appears older and not so likely to keep well as last year’s. This not- 
withstanding, prices range about Ts. 2 to 3 higher. The difference ia, 
however, modified to some extent by the low rate] of exchange. Credits 
last year were 6s. 3d., while during the past week they have been set- 
tled at 6s. 0d. At time of writing the market is firm. Teamen pre- 
fer shipping to Shanghai to making any concession here. 

Krukrana.—Black Teas: Nine chops equal to 1,043 chests had been 
settled on a basis of Tis. 24 to 324 for Ningchows. Total arrivals 
102,398 chests. 

SHancual.—Black: The business transacted during the fortnight 
had been on a moderate scale, more owing to the absence of suitable 
supplies than to the apathy of buyers. Fine Teas being reduced into 
a small compass had commanded considerable attention, and worse 
value by several taels a picul had been obtained in them than in the 
early settlements on this market. Tael prices for all other first crops, 
except common descriptions, showed a slight advance. Common Teas 
were rather easier, though still above London rates. Second crops had 
been dealt in to a moderate extent at Tls. 25 to 27, but business was 
not likely to become general unless prices decline. The quality of 
Teas to hand from Hankow districts was considered rather inferior to 
last year’s crop, in all points except appearance. Settlements for the 
fortnight, 27,900 chests ; Re-shipments, 2,500. Stock, 16,200 packages. 
Green: Pingsueys continued to meet with a moderate inquiry at about 
opening prices. Most of the purchases were destined for the London 
market, only a few chops having been taken for the United States. A 
few parcels of local-packed Teas were on the market, and one lot had 
found abuyer. Country Teas were expected down in about a fortnight 
Settlements, 12,550 4-chesta.

FoocHow.—A good business had been passing during the week, 
buying showing considerable activity.

3478 for “Chin-Jan,” and Tis, 325 for “Red Peacocks” having 
been paid. These, on the resumption of business after the mail, en- 
couraged the Chinese to ask fuller rates, but finding that their exorbi- 
tant demands restricted sales, they were compelled to give way, and at 
the same time the quotations for Sterling Exchange declining, buyers 
were induced to accept the trifling concessions offered, and the result 
had been a considerable business. Under the pressure of largely ac- 
cumulating stocks, holders had been obliged to further give way in 
price, and at the close a decline of Tls.

The Chinese engineers brought the 
steamer to Macao. Gun-boats have been sent in pursuit of the pirates.

Tue Hon. Heyry Joun Batt, late Judge of the Court of Summary 
Jurisdiction in Hong Kong, died on the 20th inst., at Half-mvon-street, 
Piccadilly, in the 55th year of hisage. The late Mr. Ball was cducated 
at the University of London, where he graduated B.A., and, it 
seems, took a similar degree at Oxford. From 1846 to 1853 he prac- 
tised as a special pleader, and in June of the latter year he was called 
to the Bar at the Inner Temple, when he joined the Home Circuit. In 
1855 he was appointed Attorney-General of British Honduras, and 
held that office till 1862, when he was nominated Judge of the Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction Court at Hong Kong. He acted as Chief Justice 
at Hong Kong on two occasions, namely, from May, 1863, until Oc- 
tober, 1864, and again from May, 1865, until November, 1866. While 
he acted as Chief Justice he sat as a member of the Legislative Coun- 
cil, and was appointed chairman of the Sanitary Commission in 1863. 
In 1864 he was nominated as one of the two commissioners for pre- 
paring a new edition of the Laws of Hong Kong, and became an unoffi- 
cial member of the Legislative Council in 1866. In 2867 he acted as 
Colonial Secretary, and in 1868 as Attorney-General of the coiony. 

Froatina Dock For Java.--A  barque-risged vessel, named the 
Sourabuya, was towed down the Clyde on her way to Java on the 27th 
inst. The Sourabaye is a floating dock, intended for the repair of 
steam and sailing vessels trading between Sourabaya and the adjacent 
ports that have a ditticulty in vetting to ordinary docks to repair 
damages, The dock has been construct in the forin of one of the old 
frigate-built vessels, being fitted with a temporary bow, rudder, and 
deck, and rigged with three masts. She is 200 fect long, 25 feet: broad, 
and 20 feet deep, and it is said will litt a versel of nearly 2,000 tons 
burthen when dismantled and refitted in her original form. She was 
built by the Abercorn Shipbuilding Company, Paisley, at whose yard 
another vessel is being constructed.

THE INDIA AND CHINA MAIL SERVICE. 

IN a late issue we noticed the new contract made with 
the P. and 0. Company, which provides for an increase in 
the speed of the outward mails, and a very considerable 
tightening of the penalties to be enforced in the case of 
over time. Seeing that it is the company’s interest in all 
cases not to incur penalties, we cannot understand why 
the Government have thought it wise or expedient to put 
such a pressure on the commanders of the company’s 
steamers, while the Board of Trade are using their best 
endeavours to discourage anything like racing or risky 
navigation. If a mail steamer is lost in cutting off some 
corner in the Red Sea, then we hold that the Government 
will assuredly be particeps criminis. It would appear that the 
Directors had no alternative but to submit, after being kept 
in suspense nearly twelve months, waiting for the permis- 
sion to pass through the Suez Canal with the Southampton 
portion of the mails. They not only had to submit to 
this but to a deduction in their contract subsidy of £30,000 
per annum. On what grounds this deduction was exacted 
we are at a loss to see, as the company undertake to de- 
liver the Southampton mails in the same time. But for 
the difficulties of petty opposition which usually surround 
these matters, we should be inclined to upbraid the Direc- 
tors in not having made a better bargain. No doubt 
Government had their difficulties to contend with, but if 
they cannot maintain and uphold what is right and just 
who can? The contract was an existing one, not a new 
one, and to enforce a Chinese squeeze was not exactly dig- 
nified, and must incur the risk of reprisal when the com- 
pany has a chance. We now turn from this part of the 
subject to the complaints made of an occasional break-down 
or late delivery, and here we find the antagonistic interests 
of India, China, and Australia, all of which the company has 
equally to care for, according to its contract with Govern- 
ment ; not so with the merchants and others interested in 
the respective countries. China has complained for many 
years that the mail steamers do not come direct from Hong 
Kong to Suez ; they anathematise the Indian service and 
passengers in no measured terms, and so it is with Indian 
people when the China mails are allowed to come on with- 
out the India mail, should that happen to be detained by 
a break down or other cause. The last case of this sort is 
set forth in the columns of the Overland Mail, which, to our 
surprise, uses the hackneyed expression of “ monopoly.” 
This is the cry of all the avowed opponents of the 
P. and O. Company; but it can hardly be excused 
in a journal which should be well informed on the 
subject, and at least admit that a contract made with 
a company on the best terms, after a public competi- 
tion can hardly be called “ monopoly.” This style of 
handling the grievance indicates something else than a 
pure and simple advocacy of the public interests. To 
select one instance of an overdue mail and ignore all those 
delivered on or before their due date, is hardly consistent 
or fair in a journal like the Overland Mail, which, as we 
have indicated, cannot plead ignorance on the subject. 
Now as a matter of fact we find that out of thirty mails 
conveyed in this year to Bombay, twenty-six were deli- 
vered from one to three days before the due date, and 
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the other four on the due date. The scheme of the Bom 
bay Chamber of Commerce is simply impracticable, if not 
chimerical, for the scheme hinges on the further expedition 
of the continental mails, which is not to be obtained, and 
what is of more importance, the scheme, if carried out, 
would entirely upset the present arrangement of delivery of . 
the mails on Monday morning, a boon which we may 
tell the Chamber would not be surrendered by London mer- 
chants on any consideration. When the present contract was 
made with tie P. and O. Company all interests were repre- 
sented, Mr. CRAWFORD and others connected with India, 
China, and Australia made their respective views known, 
and all agreed and urged on the Government to establish 
the outward mails on Friday and inward on Monday. As 
we have already intimated, the P. and O. Company has to 
regard the interests of all, and so long as the present con- 
tract exists it is idle to talk about the Indian mail service 
suffering by its combination with China. 








THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANK. 

“‘No dividend for the past half-year, and $225,000 taken 
off the Reserve Fund.” So runs the telegram received by 
the London Branch of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank on the 24th inst., and, as a natural consequence, the 
£28 shares, which once stood at £42, are now at £26 to 
£28, and unless some prompt action is taken by the direc- 
tors we fear the downward course will not stop. There is 
a lurking suspicion in the minds of many shareholders and 


‘the public generally that all losses have not been provided 


for. The disastrous consequences of withholding anything 
at the present moment need hardly be pointed out. No- 
thing but a “clean breast”. can meet or allay the anxiety 
now existing, and in the permanent interests of the 
Bank it is to be hoped that the ‘directors will have 
the courage to perform this unpleasant duty. This 
being done, it is necessary to inquire how the pre- 
sent condition of “no profits but heavy losses” has 
been arrived at. With the splendid connection and _posi- 
tion which the Bank has held, its enormous note circula- 
tion, and other collateral advantages, the present state of 
affairs, it would seem, must have been brought about by 
mismanagement and incompetency. A reorganisation of 
the staff of managers is imperatively necessary. There 
can be no confidence in those who have mismanaged 
the working of the Bank for the past eighteen months, 
and turned the profits —— which for years yielded 12 
per cent. to the shareholders — into losses so_ large 
as not only to preclude a dividend, but trenches on 

the “Reserve Fund.” We cannot help expressing our 
opinion, that the chief cause of the disaster is a sai ale 
from the employment of the Bank’s capital in local opers- 

tions, and launching into speculative Exchange oper 

tions, which have ruined so many banks. Of all 
the banks in China none had so little need or right 
to err on this point as the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank ; 
but co it is, and most dearly has it paid the penalty. A 
prudent Bank manager will never attempt to force up ex 
change, much less to say so. A Bank which does not fol- 
low the current rates of the day, and be content with its 

margin will assuredly come to grief. Gambling in exchange 

will no more succeed in the long run ea than in any 

other concern. With an ahsclute pruning of all bad and 

doubtful accounts now on the books, prompt and judicious 

changes in the management, we are confident that the it- 

stitution will speedily regain its former position and success 


ONcE more we have the melancholy intelligence of 
steamer cut offin the Canton waters. Of course any appli- 
cation to the Chinese authorities on the subject, would 
simply meet with the reply, that if our steamboat owners 
will not take the necessary precautions to secure the Chinese 
passengers who travel in them, they must take the conse 
quences. The steamer Spark, which fell a victim on this 
occasion, was put on the river by the late Captain J. B. 
ENDICOTT, and was one of the first to run. e presume 
the calamity is owing to a relaxation of the rules and 
regulations adopted in 1856-7, when these thin, Ligh 
of almost daily occurrence. Will this fresh exantple © 
the danger induce the owners to adopt precautions all 
maintain them ? 
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THE CHINA AND JAPAN MARITIME ORDER IN 
COUNCIL, 1874. 

For many and various reasons, especially owing to the gross 
abuses of the British flag which so frequently occurred after the 
signature of the existing Treaties with China and Japan ata 
time when so many new ports were thrown open to trade, and 
owing also to the very great increase in the number of British 
vessels of all classes engaged in trading with and in these coun- 
tries, it became abundantly manifest several years ago that some 
alterations must be made in the laws affecting our mercantile 
marine in that part of the world, two crying grievances and 
evils heing, the impossibility of procuring for ships the proper 
certificates of British registry, and the laxity in the issue of 
sailing letters to lorchas, chartered junks, rafts, &c. Reforms in 
this direction have, however, proceeded but slowly ; on more 
than one occasion circulars were addressed to Her Majesty’s Con- 
suls, inviting them to offer such suggestions for amendment as 
their practical experience had taught them would be useful. 
These circulars, we presume, were duly answered, and the 
answers were as duly pigeon-holed. In replying to one of these 
circular despatches, some six or seven years ago, the late Mr. 
Consul Markham, an officer of considerable experience in ship- 
ping matters both in China and in Siam, besides making other 
useful suggestions, pointed out, we believe—and others probably 
did the same,—the necessity of making Shanghai a port of 
registry for British ships. This, after a long delay, which is 
much to be regretted, is now an accomplished fact. Her Majesty 
the Queen, by virtue of the powers vested in her by certain Acts 
of Parliament and acting by and with the advice of her Privy 
Council, was pleased, on the 6th of August, to make an Order 
in Council, of which we have given above the short title, and the 
tenor of which we now proceed to lay before our readers as con- 
cisely as possible, merely premising that, taken as a whole, it is, 
in our opinion, a very useful measure indeed :—- 

The port of Shanghai is made a foreign port ‘of registry. 

The Registrar is to be a British subject, and will be appointed by 
Royal Warrant. 

In certain emergencies Her Majesty’s Minister in China may appoint 
a Deputy of the Registrar. 

The Registrar will practically hold his appointment during good 
behaviour. 

The Registrar shall have and use a seal bearing such device as shall 
be directed by one of Her Majesty’s Secretaries of State ; and every sig- 
nature or seal affixed to any instrument shall be taken as genuine 
until the contrary is proved. 

The Registrar of Shipping at the port of Shanghai shall have the 
game powers as any Registrar appointed under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, and in addition such powers as are conferred by those Acts for 
the purposes of registration and measurement on any Officer of Cus- 
toms, or of the Board of Trade. 

A certificate of mortgage or sale granted by the Registrar at Shang- 
hai may contain powers to be exercised at the other ports of China. 
We are at a loss to understand why this provision does not extend to 
the Japanese ports. 

On the transfer of a ship from one British subject ta another, under 
a certificate of sale, at any port in China or Japan (other than Shang- 
hai), the Consular Officer of the port shall endorse an entry of the 
transfer on the certificates of registry and sale; and should the pur- 
chaser wish to register the ship at Shanghai, the Consular officer shall, 
if required, forward to the Registrar at Shanghai the bill of sale and 
the declaration of ownership, together with the abovenamed certifi- 
cates, and a certificate of any survey that may be necessary for fresh 
registration ; and upon receiving these documents the Registrar shall 
register the ship anew, and shall either retain the new certificate of 
registry, or forward it to the authority of wm as the purchaser 
shall require, and on proper request made it shall be forwarded to any 
other port to be handed to the master of the ship when the require- 
ments of the Merchant Shipping Acts as to the marking of the ship 
shall have been complied with. 

On the transfer of a foreign ship to a British subject, the process is 
to be the same as in the last-mentioned case. Nothing is said with 
regard to the transfer of a British ship to a foreigner, and although no 
provisions may be absolutely necessary for such a case, it would have 
been better had the course to be pursued been accurately defined. We 
remember an instance which occurred some eight or nine years ago, 
when a dismantled British steamer, with a Hong Kong certificate of 
registry, was sold to an American firm at a port in China, and the ut- 
moat difficulty was experienced in completing the transfer in due form. 

Lorchas, and other Chinese and Japanese rigged ships, provided with 
sailing letters or similar documents; shall, after the commencement of 
this order, on their first arrival at any port in Japan, or at any port in 


China other than Shanghai where there is a Surveyor, be surveyed, and | 


the Consular officer of the port shall transmit to the Registrar at 
Shanghai the sailing letters and certificates of survey ; and a certificate 
of registry shall be issued and delivered in the manner before mentioned. 


On any transfers, whether from one British subject to another, or 
from « foreigner to a British subject, or on the first arrival of a ship, 
provided with a sailing letter or similar document, at any port in Japan, 
or at any port in China, other than Shanghai, where there is a Sur- 
veyor, the Consular officer of the port shall grant to the master, upon 
his application, a pass containing the particulars required by Schedule 


A of this Order. In the China and Japan seas, as well as in Hong Kong | 


waters, such prss sball possess the same force as a certificate of registry, 
until the expiration of four months, or until such earlier time as the 
new certificate of registry shall be delivered to the Master, or until

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| notice of the cancellation of such pass has been given to the master by 
the Registrar at Shanghai. On the occurrence of any of these circum- 

stances the pass shall become void, and shall be at once delivered up by 

the master to a Consular or other duly authorised officer, under a 

penalty not exceeding £50. We hope that this clause will be carried 

out with the utmost stringency, for it is this class of vessels which in 


past years has given so much trouble, and has brought so much dis 
upon the British flag. : : ied 


Her Majesty's Minister in China shall be considered in all respects as 
occupying the place of the Board of Trade, and the Commissioners of 
Customs with regard to British vessels registered at Shanghai. 


Her Majesty's Ministers in China and Japan shall, in these countries 
respectively, have full power to appoint fit and proper surveyors, 
who shall have the same powers as those appointed by the Board of 
Trade. 


Under certain circumstances, Commissioners of Customs and Gover- 
nors of British possessions may grant a pass to an unregistered vessel 
to admit of her proceeding from any port in Her Majesty’s dominions 
to Shanghai, and such pass shall for the time and within the limita 
therein mentioned have the same effect as a certificate of registry. In 
the same manner, Her Majesty's Minister may grant a pass to an un- 
registered vessel to admit of her proceeding from Shanghai to any port 
in Her Majesty’s dominions. We fail to see why this power is with- 
held from Her Majesty's Minister in Japan. 


Lorchas and other Chinese and Japanese rigged ships, registered at 
Shanghai, so far as regards the employment of native sailors, are ex- 
empted from compliance with that part of the Merchant Shipping Acts 
which relates to the shipment and discharge of seaman. This is pro- 
bably a wise exemption, but at the same time we think that the crews 
ought to be inspected by some official, either on the vessel's departure 
from or arrival at a port, to ensure them fair treatment, without their 
having the trouble and delay caused by formal petitions to a Consular 
officer, for any one who is acquainted with this class of vessels will 
know that their masters have not usually avery keen perception of ab- 
stract justice. 


Her Majesty's Minister in China may, with the approval cf one of 
Her Majesty's Secretaries of State, amend the instructions to Consuls 
which accompany this order, and issue others with reference to the per- 
formance of any act or thing relating to the registry of ships registered 
at Shanghai. 

This order will commence and have effect as follows :—(1) As to the 
making of any warrant or appointment, immediately from and after 
the making of the order. (2) As to all other matters and provisions 
contained in it, immediately from and after the expiration of one month 
after this order is first exhibited in the public office of the Shanghai 
Consulate ; and of the time of such first exhibition notice shall, as 
soon hereafter as possible, be published in every Consular district in 
China and Japan, in such manner as Her Majesty’s Ministers there re- 
spectively direct. 


A copy of this order shall be kept exhibited conspicuously in each 
Consulate in China and Japan. Printed copies shall be provided and 
sold at such reasonable price as Her Majesty’s Minister in China directs. 


The following are the fees to be taken under this order :—Certificate 
of registry, $15 ; inspection of registry book, $1; copy of ditto, re- 
cording bill of sale, or deed of mortgage, transfer or discharge of mort- 
gage, provisional certificate of registry, and pass for ship, each $5 ; for 
every declaration under the Acts, certificate of sale or mortgage, en- 
dorsing ownership or certificate of registry, transfer of registry to 
another port, alteration in register of name, rig, or tonnage, each $2; 
change of master, seal, and signature to any document not mentioned 
herein, each $1.

For the inspection of the berthing or sleeping accommodation of the 
crew, each visit $4.50, but fees not to exceed $9, whatever the number 
of visits, and no fee is to be charged when inspection takes place at the 
game time as the measurement of tonnage. 


For the inspection of light and fog signals :— 


For each visit on application of owner, and for each visit made when 
lights or fittings are found defective, $4. 50, but fees not to exceed $9, 
whatever be the number of separate visits. 


For the inspection of the marking of a ship, for each visit on appli- 
: cation of owner, and for each visit made where the provisions of the 
Merchant Shipping Acts have not been complied with $2. 50, but fees 
not to exceed $5, whatever be the number of separate visits, and when 
the marking is inspected at the same time as the light and fog signals 
no separate fee is to be charged. 


Some of the fees in this Schedule are, in our opinion, too low, 
especially in the last three instances ; at the same time it isa 
great improvement to fix them in dollars instead of in sterling. 


We believe that Mr. Tapp, who has been for several years in 
charge of the shipping department of the Shanghai Consulate, 
and who was sent home to aid the Board of Trade in drawing 
; up these new lations, will be appointed first Registrar under 
{ the provisions of this Order in Council. 
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THE ATCHIN WAR. 

The following is from an occasional correspondent of The 
Times, dated July :-— 

By favour of the military authorities in Batavia I obtained permis- 
sion to accompany a steamer they hac taken up to convey troops to the 


seat of war, and on the following morning, at daybreak, I was driving | 
Batavia is aituated in a | 


down to the port to take boat for the roads, 
diluvial plain, the shores of which are so shallow that vessels must be 
about two miles or more off the actual business town, which is con- 
nected with the roads by a long canal, carrying the small river, which 
here debouches, about a mile further into the sea. Once on board, I 
catch sight of a couple of heavy breech-loaders and a quantity of cases 
marked “ Cartridges,” and I put my cigar aside rather hastily, as the 
captain warns me that certain oilcloth-covered boxes at present encum- 
bering the gangway to my cabin contain gunpowder. An hour later 
the rickety little steamer which does the service between the Custom- 
house at the inland end of the canal pants alongside, towing a couple of 
barges containing the five hundrel souls who are to form our live 
freight, and of whom about one-fifth are women and children. Half of 
the soldiers are Europeans, a great many being French or Germans, 
some having crosses won in the late war; the remainder are Am- 
boynese, which race is considered to give the best fighting material 
hereabouts, and to be hardly inferior to the white troops. Having 
no intermediate port to call at, we took the quieter passage up the 
Malacca Straits. At dawn on our seventh day out I Jay half awake in 
my berth, undecided whether to turn out at once or to try another 
nap, when my mind was suddenly made up for me by hearing the 
familiar voice of the captain shout “ Djardeh !" (Malay for “ Let go !"), 
and immediately there followed a splash and a sound like a gigantic 
clock running down. The engine stops its heaving throb, and I know 
that we have come to anchor. Half a minute later I am on deck, and 
find we are off the mouth of the Atchin river, about two miles from the 
shore. It is, however, late in the afternoon before we reccive our orders, 
which are to proceed to the extreme west of the Dutch line of coast 
and land our troops there ; but it is too late for any such action that 
day, so we roll about where we are all night and shift our anchorage 
the first thing next morning, lying about a inile off shore in six fathoms, 
a little short of the mouth of the small stream called the Tjankoul. 

At this early date I noticed what further observation unfortunately 
seemed to confirm—namely, a total want of organisation on the part 
of the Dutch, and an absence of prevision which surprised me in this 
commercial race. 

The Dutch occupy a triangle of territory having for its base about 
four miles of coast line between the embouchures of the Atchin and 
Tjankoul rivers ; the right bank of the Atchin river is their eastern 
boundary, the western being formed by the right bank of the Tjankoul 
and a line of jungle ; these last two sides, each about three miles long, 
culminate southward in the Kraton. Immediately within the sea bank 
is a considerable extent of untenantable marshland, narrowing towards 
the west into a small lagvon seventy or eighty yards wide, and shallow 
except for a few yards in thecentre; this communicates with the 
Tjankoul river, at the mouth of which, on the left, bank at some half 
a mile distance, is Fort Lamti, occupicd by the Atchinese. Here they 
have some pieces of artillery which blockade the mouth of the river and 
also prevent the Dutch from advance in this direction. On the south 
side of the lagoon. at ita angle with the river, was the fortified 
cainpong, Ouleli, which the Dutch now occupy with about 120 men, 
and whence they exchange shots with Tookvo Nanta, the hostile 
Rajah at Lamti. From Ouleli they have madea good ten feet roadway 
to the Kraton, and ,this is protected by the intervening forts of Blang- 
kawaai and Mardowattie on the cast; and a small fort, Kotta Lunga 
(Kotta is Malay for a fortified town or village), has lately heen occupied 
by thirty men on the west side to check the advancing Atchinese, who 
were building forts in that direction. On the eastern side of the tri- 
angle the Dutch have a small fort at the mouth of the Atchin river, 
protecting the entrance, but owing to the shallow water and a trouble- 
some bar this river is of little or no use as a means of communication 
with the roads in this monsoon. A mile up stream, on the right bank, 
is the Marina Banteng (Banteng means simply a fort), half a mile fur- 
ther a small fort, only very recently occupied, called Lampouh, and 
but a few hundred yards further on the more important post of Pena- 


jung. 

Of the Kraton the correspondent writes :—I think there is a general 
idea, from this place being spoken of as “the” Kraton, that it is the 
only place of that title, and it may, perhaps, not be superfluous to 
explain that the word signifies a fortified palace, and implies the large 
enclosed space which surrounds a palace, and contains probably from 
2,000 to 10,000 inhabitants dwelling within its walls, but without the 
inner enclosure which walls off the absolute regal household ; and the 
name is applied not alone here, but to all similar buildings throughout 
Sumatra, Java, and the neighbouring islands, 

Alluding to the occasional skirmishes which occur, he says :—On the 
28th of June the Dutch made another sortie, with about 400 men, 
against some forts which had been constructed by the Atchinese in a 
linc between Pedir Point and Penajong. The attack was begun by the 
artillery, and within a short time all reply from the fort was silenced, 
and it was assumed that the enemy had vacated the position, and the 
Dutch therefore advanced, but of course observing proper caution, to 
the storm. On forcing the gate, the first man to enter, a sergeant, 
immediately fell, cut to pieces ; the second man, one of the captains, 
received five severe klaywang wounds, and it then appeared that the 
Atchinese were “ playing possum,” and quietly awaiting under cover 
of their earthworks the hand-to-hand combat which they well know 
to be less to their disadvantage. After considerable and severe fighting 
the fort remained in the hands of the assailants, with a loss of thirty- 
seven wounded, and the capture of seven prisoners. 

The conduct of the war is far too slow and petty, and the soldiers 
who are not quite uf the European standard are rendered listless by 
Want of occupation and active fighting. To insure progress blow should 
fullow blow, and any success’be followed by a further attack while the 
enemy ‘s sti'l disorganised, instead of which intervals of one and even 
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' two weeks are allowed between the Dutch muvements in: 

’ On the other side, it is set forth that Holland has not pipette 
sufficient strength for such a policy, and in that’ case it would seem to 
me that it were much better to abstain totally from fighting until such 
time as they can accumulate the needful force, and then throw it 
against the Atchinese with energy. In the meantime, fresh men are 
being sent up at the rate of 1,000 to1,5000 a month, and it secms to 
be overlooked that while a small portion of these are used in tinkering 
at the present style of fighting there is a far more considerable number 
sent every week into hospital who might, if they must be lost to active 
service, be much more advantageously lost in the field. I cannot but 
think if the men were better lodged and better fed, much of the sick- 
ness might be avoided, and quicker action might, I believe, reduce it 
also from primary causes, and it certainly would operate favourably in 
paca the term‘during which the men have to be exposed to the 
climate.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE “ LY-EE-MOON.” 

On the 29th inst. the Ly-ec-dfoon, with a number of visitors 
more or less interested in China and Japan, proceeded from Black- 
wall to the Maplin Sands on her trial trip. The dimensions 
and capabilities of the vessel are: — Length, 272 ft.; breadth, 
97ft. 6in.; depth of hold, 18ft.; draft, when loaded, 13ft. 6in.; dis- 
placement at that draft, 1,540 tons. There is also accommodation 
for 36 first, 24 second, and 40 third-class passengers, besides 300 below, 
and stowage for 1,350 tons. The cabins, &c., are all built on the main 
deck, forming a flush upper deck, which makes a splendid promenade 
of more than two-thirds the length of the vessel. ‘The engines are by 
the Ouseburn Engine Works Company, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The 
maximum horse power developed was 355 in the high pressure, and 428 
in the low pressure engines, making a total of 803 indicated horse 
power, At four turns of the running wheel the high pressure indi- 
cated 250, and the low pressure 258, total 508 ; the boilers are con- 
structed tou work 70lbs. to the syuare inch. One feature in regard to 
this engineering firm is that all their work is turned out on the co- 
operative principle, and, according to the remarks of the manager of 
the works on the subject, the plan works admirably for all concerned. 
Several trials were made at the measured mile, and the maximum rate 
of speed attained was 13} knots, with a proportionate consumption of 
9% tons coal per twenty-four hours; this result was considered highly 
satisfactory. Had the vessel been deeper, and the screw more im- 
mersed, a better result would have been obtained. It was a general 
remark how casily and smoothly the engines worked, the vibration 
being almost imperceptible on any part of the ship. Over forty 
guests sat down to an excellent luncheon in the chief saloon, after 
which the customary toasts were proposed and responded to in the 
usual manner. About nine o'clock the vessel came to an anchor off 
Gravesend, where the company separated.

Haul and Military. 


The Department of the Accountant General of the Navy has given 
notice that preparations are now being made for the distribution of 
the amount awarded for salvage services rendered to the British barque 
Foo-chow-foo on the Ist and 2nd August, 1873, by Her Majesty’s ship 
Hornet ; and for the distribution of the tonuage bounty awarded for 
the slave dhow Kasoomba, cap ured on May 26, 1873, by Her Majesty's 
ship Daphne.

A large furnace has been built in the Royal Laboratory at Woolwich 
for the special purpose of burning down the old metal cartridge cases 
returned to Woolwich from various stations at bome and abroad, after 
being expended at target practice.

Politicians. It can easily understand that the trading community | 


should be interested in the preservation of quiet, yet it would be absurd 
to suppose that either the Government of Peking or that of Yedo will 
8tifle their ambition, or square their policy, whether it be offensive or 
defensive, by the wants and wishes of the European Powers. Asiatic 
rulers follow their own bent, just as if they controlled military 
monarchies or democratic republics framed after the most approved 
fashion. For many years both China and Japan, stimulated by contact 
with Europe and America, have shown a marked disposition to aug- 
ment the physical force at their disposal, and supply it with the best 
attainable armaments. In addition, the persistent activity in Chinese 
arsenals and building yards has been duly noted by the observant 
foreigner, who, after his wont, has not failed to record the launching of 
war ships, and the accumulation of military means in all the depots. 
Huniliated by internal, and beaten by external foes, the Empire na- 
turally desires to develop its power, and possess, ashore and afloat, at 
least, a respectable force. Foreign residents, mainly devoted to trade, 
have neither been slow to note these changes, nor exempt from 
Solicitude on their account. They see in them a wish to escape 
from European and American influences, and are not without fears 
lest China should attempt to return to her old but impossible policy of 
exclusiveness. Russia may not be indisposed to foment a conflict 
directly tending towards a diversion of Chinese attention from the 
countries forming her new frontier, but no other Power can desire to 
see Japan and China wasting their resources in naval and military 
operations so likely, among other consequences, to revive the stricken 
fortunes of piracy on the highways of Eastern trade. The threatened 
calamity may be averted by diplomacy ; yet the incident will serve to 
impress on the world the fact that both China and Japan are develop- 
ing maritime and territorial forces certain to become important ele- 
ments weighing heavily upon the future political condition of Asia 
between the Pamir Steppe and the Pacific Ocean. 

The prospect of a war between China and Japan has, the London 
correspondent of the Manchester Guardian states, madc itself felt in one 
important branch of European commerce—that which deals with 
munitions of war. For some weeks past Chinese agents have been pur- 
chasing Krupp guns in Germany and gunpowder, mostly in England, to 
the value of £10,000. Persons interested in the trade of the Far East, 
or who have lived in China and Japan, regard the prospects of war 
between those two countries with some alarm. They consider that the 
consequences would be very disastrous to all foreign interests if China 
should prove the victor; and, asa result of that contingency, they 
anticipate the ejectment of the foreign residents in the Chinese Empire. 
According to the best information which reaches us, the Japanese 
appear to be in the right ; for when they complained some time ago in 
Peking of what had occurred in Formosa, the Chinese Government dis- 
avowed all responsibility and authority in the island ; and it is only 
now, post factum, that they are trying to assert a sovereignty that had 
certainly not been admitted a year ago by the Chinese Government. 


THE PEKING HOSPITAL. 

The Rev. Joseph Edkins contributes to the Academy a notice of the 
report of the Peking Hospital, by Dr. Dudgeon, and adds an interest- 
ing account of the introduction of foreign medicines and vaccination by 
Sir George Staunton at Canton. Doctoring, says the writer, is a very 
favourite occupation of the literati of that country. A man needs no 
certificate to practise. He depends for reputation on the cures he per- 
forms, and his introduction to the profession is accomplished by his 
learning its duties from some physician who communicates to him his 
experience. 

The two fundamental medical books are very old, and belong to the 
Confucian epoch as that of the Early Han. The doctrines of alchemy, 
which budded and blossomed in the Later Han age, or about a.p. 200, 
do not appear in these works. The combination of Tauist doctrine 
with the healing art by the alchemists of the Han dynasty and the time 
following it, marks a new period in the history of Chinese medicine. 
Before this time the forest hermit, gathering herbs in the mountains, 
became by successful cures a noted physician. Here was the first con- 
nection between the Tauist religion and the history of Chinese healing. 
The notion of a vegitable elixir, that is, of the herb of immortality, 
dates from the time of the simple followers of Zautsze, or of the her- 
mits who preceded him, and whom he admired. The seekers of the 
elixir were in high favour with T*sin she hwang, the book burner. 
Among the books exempted from destruction those treating on medicine 
were included. Soo wen and Ling k'éu, the two works above referred 
to, may have very well escaped from the memorable burning which 
raged most fiercely against the writings of Confucius and other political 
and moral writers. The invention of alchemy. was productive of more 
injury than benefit to medicine, and has not in China been succeeded 
asin Europe by'a scientificage of enlightened enquiry. Alchemy of course 
fell into disuse because it failed. Two emperors are said to have died 
after partaking of the philosopher's stone. Repeated want of success 
tired out the operators and rendered popular faith in it impossible. 
Yet the names and hypotheses remained to cumber medical literature 
and obscure the intelligence of the physician. 

At least a thousand years before the Christian era a doctrine of five 
elements existed among the wise men of China. It is found in the 
Bvok of History which dates from that time. This doctrine has be- 
clouded the minds of the physicians of that conntry down to the pre- 
sent day. The five elements are in their view the five activities which 
operate on each other in the form of metals, wood, water, fire, earth. 
Under the influence of this theory the ancient chemists while preparing 
miedicines accounted in a ready-to-hand way for the phenomena they 
witnessed. Metals melting under the action of fire showed that the 
element fire conquers the element metal. But water extinguishes fire. 
The element water, therefore, which manifestly is the victor over fire, 
may be applied by those who know how to subdue all evils attendant 
on fire. In this way they arranged a circle of interacting influences, 
and thought that in eo doing they had arrived at the inner secrets of 
nature. The human body they represented as under the dominion of

plification in each case of the elemental action. Fever, for instance, is 
the domination of the element of fire, and must be expelled by a judi- 
cious application of the element of water. 

From the elemental theory and from alchemy springs the whole 
nomenclature of medicine, the idea of the microcosm being added, ac- 
cording to which everything in heaven and earth finds its analogue in 
the human body. From this way of looking at things Chinese medi- 
cine has never yet svt itself free. The foreign physician resident in 
China finds, therefore, the native mind in regard to medicine besotted 
with prejudice and error. 

Of vaccination the writer says :—In the country private vaccinators 
go where they please, and in some districts they charge very high fees 
for the privilege of vaccination. No law or usage interferes with 
them, and if they demand twice as much for operating ona boy as on 
a girl public opinion is in no way outraged. It is the habit of the 
pee to value boys more than girls, and the vaccinator takes advantage 
of this. 





THE Pactric Main Company anp THR TEA TRaDE.—A San Francisco 
paper says :—We published a circular from a prominent firm in the Tea 
trade at San Francisco, reflecting on the action of the Pacific Mail 
Company for an alleged discrimination against the Tea importers of 
that City, in bringing freight from Japan. It appears that the same 
communication was sent to other New York journals, and one of them, 
an obscure weekly, accompanied the statement in its columns with an 
emphatic denial of the allegation from the Managing Director of the 
Mail Company, who, as alleged, pronounced the charges contained in 
the circular false. About the same time the Journal of Commerce of 
this city, in its money column, made reference to the matter, 
and stated substantially that, having consulted the Managing 
Director of the Company, he had acknowledged that the 
charge of discrimination was true, and attempted to justify it on 
business principles, to all of which the Journal very properly, as we 
think, took issue. But having seen the denial cf the Managing Di- 
rector in the obscure weekly, the author of the circular has taken the 
trouble to substantiate his original charge by an abundance of docu- 
mentary evidence which he sends us, in the shape of copies of letters 
from his correspondents in Japan, and also one from the San Francisco 
agents of the Mail Company, the latter offering an apology for what 
they call “a serious dereliction, and of a nature well calculated to 
militate against the prosperity of the Company,” adding that they have 
presented the case to the Yokohama agency. As the matter now stands, 
we do not deem it necessary to publish these letters. We may add, 
however, that the gentleman who brings these charges against the Mail 
Company is known by the writer of this to be one of the most upright 
and honourable merchants in San Francisco.

Monetary and Commercial. 





The acceptances of Paul S. Forbes (who has been of late years 
in London and Paris) for £40,000 have been protested, and 
judgment given on them. Mr. Forbes was, up to June last, a 
partner in Messrs. Ruasell and Co.’s, of China, but these accept- 
ances were given by Mr. Forbes in his own name, on behalf of 
a steam line from San Francisco to Australia, in which he took 
a prominent part. Of course the company has gone to smash, 
and the unfortunate passengers who paid their passage-money 
have been victimised. It is to be regretted that a merchant 
of Mr. Forbes’s position and standing should be mixed up 
with so miserable a business. It is another instance of the 
danger of allowing a partner to remain in a firm who does 
not confine his operations to business connected with the 
firm. To have a partner or partners roving about Europe enter- 
ing into all kinds of speculation is an element of danger which 
firms like Messrs. Russell and Co. should notincur. On the first 
rumour of the affair in London it was stated that the disaster 
would affect his firm, but inquiries at Messrs. Baring Brothers 
dispelled any fears on this head, and we are glad to find that 
Messrs. Russell and Co. will not be in any way affected by it. 
Mr. Forbes is at present believed to be in Americh, but, we 
understand, his address is not known, and that he has other 
large liabilities, both here and there. :

Coutts and Co., whose suspension we noticed last month, have 
been placed in bankruptcy, and that an investigation into some 
discreditable transactions will be made by the trustees.
